The latest towns to fall to the

ROOSENDAAL—tThe last impor- 
tant German strong-point on the 
Bergen - op- Zoom-Tilburg railway 
line. It was taken by British troops 
vesterday afternoon after some 
fighting in the streets. They had 
been held up outside the town for 
thirty-six hours, but the German 
resistance. collapsed suddenly. After 
the town was cleared the British 
pushed on to the north. ' 

OOSTERHOUT—A road centre 
cleven miles north-west of Tilburg. 
This place fell to a British armoured 
force which advanced five miles. 

MAIZIERES-LES-METZ. — Six 
miles north of Metz, on the U.S. 
3rd Army front. This town was 
occupied yesterday by the Ameri- 
cans, except for the court-house, 
where a small number of surrounded 
Germans are holding out. As a 
result of the struggle for several 
days, the town is almost in ruins. 

On General Dempsey’s east flank 
British troops yesterday took the 
offensive after the 2nd Army had 
held five German counter-attacks. 
Fighting is going on in the village 
of Liesel. wath the Germans aang 
pushed back. A big concentration o 
British guns on this front is shelling 
the German positions. 

Organised . resistance in the 
German “pocket” south of the 
Scheldt has virtually ceased, wires 
Reuters correspondent. On South 
Beveland Canadian troops have 
pushed seven miles to the west 
against slight opposition and 
reached the half-mile causeway 
leading to Walcheren Island. It is 
believed that there is not much 
operational territory left for the 
Germans on Walcheren because of 
flooding.

R.A.F. Bomber Command air- 
craft bombed an, oil plant at 
Weiseling,, nine miles south of 
Cologne, and raids were made on 
gun emplacements on the island of 
Walcheren. A large road convoy 
was also attacked with canrion, as 
well as three trains near Sneek, 
which were suspected of carrying 
flying bombs 

A British Air Ministry. com- 
muniqué yesterday, reporting that 
two attacks were made on Cologne 
on Sunday night, -said that fires 
started in previous attacks were still 
burning.. Bomber Command air- 
craft attacked airfields over a wide 
range, destroying two German air- 


craft. One aircraft is missing from 
these operations.

Ministry Advo¢ated 


TRONG criticism of the public 
health services was made by 
Dr. Robert McDonnell, former 
Chief Medical Officer of the 
Department of Local Government 
and Public Health, when he spoke 
at yesterday’s Rotary Club luncheon 
in Dublin. 

He said that the subject of the 
public’s health, from a preventive 
standpoint, had never received 
proper attention as a major 
problem. It had been subordinated 
to the Poor Law and the “entire 
executive control of this mighty, 
technical service is in the hands of 
laymen, and there.is not a ungre 
medical expert in the whole bunch.” 

In the event of an epidemic of 
cholera or smallpox, t entire 
responsibility for 
visitation would rest upon the 
Minister for Local Government and 
Public Health. There was not a 
trained sanitarian holding any 
executive post in the administration. 
There was available to the Minister 
a team of advisers on the staff. of 
the Department, but they were only 
advisers, who advice might be taken 
or rejected at will. “As an 
‘experienced epidemiologist, I say 
that this is most regrettable,” he 
added. 

Demands for the establishment 
of a Ministry of Public Health had 
gone unheeaed since 1872, but in

1920 an Irish Public Health Council, 
composed of experts, had reported 
that reforms were urgently needed,

Dr. McDonnell said that public 
health in Ireland would “ continue 
to be the child -f the Poor Law” 
until it was weaued from the Local 
Government Department and esfab- 
lished as a separate Ministry of 
Health, under they direction of a 
trained hygienist. 

Public health had long ceased to 
be the cencern only of doctors and 
engineers. It now was the intimate 
concern of every citizen. and the 
workers in the field of public health 
welcomed co-operation. 

“Until a survey is organised in 
this country,” added Dr. McDonnell, 
“our public health authorities are 
only playing at epidemiology. It is 
like a fire brigade watching a 
number of fires recurring in a dis- 
trict but taking no steps to inquire 
into the cause.” 


Medical Inspection of 
Children Stressed 


Two cases of typhoid fever were 
notified in Co. Dublin during 
August, and two during September 
last, it was stated in the report of 
the County Medical Officer of 
Health, Dr. J. A. Harbison, to 
Dublin County Council, which met 

esterday in Parnell square, 

ublin. 

“The number of refusals to sub- 
mit to medical inspection in the 
Clondalkin area—95, out of a total 
of 241—was high,” states Dr. Har- 
bison. “Further, parents of only 
46 of the children were present at 
the inspection, which would seem 
to indicate that there was a lack of 
appreciation and much apprehen- 
sion as to the benefits of a school 
medical imspection. These parents 
fail to realise that the purpose of 
inspection is not to ascertain 
whether the children arc ill aad to 
treat them, but to discover minor 
defects and irregularities in _ ap- 
parently healthy children, which 
could be the cause of ill-health in 
later years. If parents could be 
brought to realise that, the refusals 
word cease, and the attendance at 
inspections constant.”

In the first place, all the re go 
to show that the Japanese 
naval forces were unable to 
reach the oe Gulf, where the 
great American convoy was 
stationed. 

Thus the invasion goes on with all 
the grave implications which it bears 
for Tuiure ig naval power in 
the Western Pacific. 

The fact that the Japanese 
attacked at all indicates that the 
strategic position of the Philippines 
across the line of Japanese com- 
munications was fully appreciated 
and a decision taken to halt the 
invasion, even at the cost of en- 
dangering the previously carefully- 
preserved battle fleet. The method 
employed—that of three separate 


task forces—shows a_hasty attempt 
to control a situation rapidly getting 
out of hand rather than a precise 
and carefully calculated. decision to 
decide the issue of naval supremacy 
in the Western Pacific. 

The situation as it now stands 
leaves the Japanese with their major 
strategic problem still unsolved. 

Apart from the presence of the 
American Fleet in great strength in 
Philippine waters, a powerful British 
battle fleet is now on its way-to the 
East. The advent of this fleet im- 
plies two things—the cutting of sea 
communications with.‘Burma, and 
the possibility of any Japanese 
naval force based on Singapore or 
the Indies being caught between the 
British and an American force 
moving down from the Philippines. 

The initiative now is in Allied 
hands and a decision must speedily 
be reached as to whether. the 
Japanese conquests are to be 
abandoned or the gauntlet thrown 
down again to decide the issue 
before the arrival of the British 
Fleet provides an Allied superiority 
too strong to be overcome, 


Battle Was Greatest Ever 


The greatest number of warships 
ever engaged in any naval action 
articipated in the battle off the 
hilippines, cables Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent at Admiral Chester 
Nimitz’s Pearl Harbour Head- 
quarters. 


The Japanese, on their side, pro- 
duced two battleships, with flight 
decks fitted aft—a hitherto undis- 
closed development — and two 
dreadnoughts, named by Admiral 
Nimitz as the Yamato and 
Musashi. These two “mystery 
ships,” believed to be 45,000-tonners, 
carrying 16-inch guns, heavily 
armed and with a probable speed 
of 35 knots, are Japan’s newest 
warships.

Kerry Man’s Trial ‘on Murder 


Charge Opened 


VER one hundred witnesses are 

expected to give evidence in 
the trial which opened yesterday at 
the Central Criminal Court, of 
Thomas, P. O'Shea (24), of Ard- 
keragh, Co. Kerry, who is charged 
with the murder, by shooting, of 
Michael P. O'Sullivan, of the same 
place, on January 12th, 1943. 

When the jury was empannelled 
yesterday two of its members, who 
said they had a conscientious objec- 
tion to capital punishment, were 
excused from serving. 

Mr. R. J. McLoughlin, who ap- 
peared with Mr, J. A. McCarthy and 

r. F. Sherry (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), for the State, said 
that Michael P, O'Sullivan was last 
seen alive at about twenty minutes 
past six on January 12th, 1943. The 
evidence would be that he was mur- 
dered that night at about 7 o'clock. 
The scene of the crime was a farm 
of 40 acres in the townland of Ard- 
keragh, Waterville, O’Shea was born 
on that farm, and his mother was a 
sister of the widow of O'Sullivan. 
The deceased man was not at that 
time married, but he married into the 
farm in 1930. O'Shea was the adopted 
son and heir of his aunt and O’Sulli- 
van. He lived with them all the time 
except for some short periods, when 
he stayed with his father, who was 
a national teacher. 

In the original indictment a man 
called John Brennan was charged with 
O’Shea with murder, but they were 
being tried separately. Brennan had 
yet to be tried. O’Shea was mar- 
ried in 1941, 

The motive for the murder, stated 
counsel, was hatred and ill-will. There 
would be evidence that that hatred 
flamed up in a somewhat serious wa 
in the week before O'Shea was married. 
There was then a serious disagreement 
between O'Shea and O'Sullivan. 
It was so serious as to make O’Sul- 
livan go twice to the Guards in Water- 
ville for the purpose of endeavouring 
to have O'Shea committed to a lunatic 
asylum. “The quarrel was patched 
up on O'Shea undertaking that he was 
prepared to behave himself. O'Shea 
then got married and brought his wife 

-w 
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to the house. The relations between 
the parties since were not good. — 

On January 12th, 1943, counsel said 
that O'Sullivan had taken a load of 
turf to Waterville. He apparently 
reached home some time before dark, 
and was last seen alive about 6.20 
.m., when he was poing towards the 
ouse from the well. About 4 or 5 
o'clock that day O'Shea made his way 
to a field belonging to a man named 
Huggard, where Brennan and another 
man were ploughing. He had a pellet 
gun and he indulged in some target 
practice there. He presumably then 
went home for the evening meal and 
left O’Sullivans about 7 o'clock with 
his wife. á 

A shot was heard that night about 
7 o'clock—there- was no other shot 
heard by anyone. 

Counsel said that the first news of 
the shooting was conveyed to Currans 
by O’Sullivan’s widow. Patrick Cur- 
ran went back with. her, and, in 
the cowshed he saw the body of 
O’Sullivan lying there. He was ap- 
parently coming out the door when 
he was taken unawares by somebody 
lying in wait outside, and, with a 
12-bore shotgun filled with buckshot, 
was shot dead. 

Mrs, Curran went with the news to 
Brennans. O'Shea looked startled, 
and said to his wife: “ We better go 
back and see what's wrong.” His wife 
did not go with him. hen the 
suggestion was made that eng 
should go for a priest, O'Shea left 
with two young men for him. It was 
discovered that O’Sullivan’s gun was 
not used for the murder. For some 
days O'Shea had ‘never said anything 
about any other gun. Then he spoke 
of another gun that he had had in 
his possession, and he gave a descrip- 
tion of it to the Guards. It would 


‘be proved, stated counsel, that the 


story of the origin of that gun and 
its history was a tissue of falsehoods. 

Patrick Curran, Toor, said that on 
the night of January 12th, 1943, he 
got a message from ‘Michael P. O’Sul- 
livan’s wife, and later fougd his body 
In a channel in the cowshed. Mrs. 
O'Sullivan and he carried. the body 
out and laid it on the flags. 

The further hearing was adjourned

Incomes

QOME members of the British 
k House of Commons seem to 
be unduly concerned about the 
ese aap of Irish workers in Great 
ritain escaping payment of the 
income tax due in respect of their 
earnings. Under the new system of 
weekly deductions from wages, such 
a possibility is extremely remote, 
but their interest in the matter 
reminds me of a certain corre- 
spondent who plagued his local 
Inspector of Taxes with letters con- 
cerning the alleged evasjon of taxa- 
tion of several of his neighbours. 
He became so insistent on action 
being taken that the Inspector began 
to focus his attention on him, and 
not. on his neighbours. That 
attention cost the correspondent 
about £500, which the Exchequer 
gladly accepted. It is a wise thing, 
sometimes, not to protest too 
much. i 

Our emigrants in Britain have, 
according to the official 
ublished in 
ournal, remitted over 
to Eire , 
and how much of this; one may ask, 
has reached the Exchequer by way 
of income tax? I am told, not one 
penny. If only Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly 
could have taxed a fraction of it he 
might have. been induced to take 
the pence off the income tax, but 
he could not legally touch it, for 
the owners, being non-resident in 
Éire, are exempt from Irish tax. 
What will be’ the position, however, 
in the year in which they return 
As explained recently by 
the British Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, they will not be liable 


to British tax .if their earnings 


are below the exemption limit and 
if they spend less than six months 
(not necessarily' consecutive) of the 
income tax year in Britain. Any 
tax, therefore, deducted from their 
wages (under: the “ Pay - as - you- 
Earn.” or; popularly, “ P.A.Y.E.,” 
system) must be refunded to them. 
If their stay exceeds six months 
and they: return to Eire within 
the tax year, they will . be 
liable to the income tax of 
both countries, but both countries 
must give a measure of double 
taxation relief. The amount of 
such relief which Britain must 
give should normally cover the 
Irish tax liability. 

Workers who, for the reasons 
mentioned above, are not liable to 
British tax, may, however, become 


liable to Irish tax for the year in ' 


which they return home if their 
wages (British and Irish) exceed the 
allowances to which they are en- 
titled. This question of liability in 
the year of change of residence 
will, no doubt, present a very big 
problem, both to the workers and 
to the taxation authorities. When 
it arises, many thousands of 
emigrants will congratulate them- 
selves on their foresight in having 
sent remittances home to be placed 
to their credit in the banks and 
pest offices, for such sums will 
probably be the only fund at their 
Ce out of which to meet their 
rish income tax. bill.

A German war _ correspondent,

Moscow did not report the new 
offensive, but the Soviet com- 
muniqué said that north of Uzhorod 
Soviet troops were engaged in offen- 
sive operations, end captured a 
number of inhabited localities.. The 
communiqué continued: 

“ Troops of the fourth Ukrainian 
front, operating in Czechoslovakia, 
from ber 27th to 29th, 
captured. 10,160 enemy officers 
and men, making a total of 21,390 
G garian. 


General Rudolf Viest, commander 
of the forces in Slovakia, in a tele- 
gram to President Benes, stated: 
“We assure you that not even the 
most violent German attacks have 
shaken our faith and our determina- 


tion to hold out till final victory. is 
achieved. Sending you our respect- 
ful tribute, we firmly believe that 
victory is very near.”

EUROPE’S CAULDRON 


While idealists are making 
their plans for the reconstruc- 
tion of the world after the war, 
events throughout Europe during 
the last. few months are creating 
B series of problems, the solution 
of which will call for a high 
degree of statesmanship. During 
the four years preceding - the 
invasion of the Y saan con- 
tinent by the Anglo-American 
Allies, virtually the whole of 
Europe was isolated from the 
outside world, Trustworthy news 
was almost impossible to obtain; 
yet, throughout the German 
occupation of the various 
countries that had been conquered 
by the Wehrmacht, “ under- 
ground” movements of resistance 
were increasingly active, In most 
of these cases, the members of 
the national Governments had 
been” forced to ‘leave their 
countries and to take refuge in 
London, where they continued 
their official activities, In the 
nature of things, although they 
all maintained secret contact with 
their several capitals, they were 
working more or less in the dark, 
with the result that,-in some cases 
at any rate, they lost touch almost 
completely with the realities of 
conditions at home. In some 
respects, the case of France was 
exceptional. For a time, the 
Allies were inclined to be doubt- 
ful regarding the reception that 
would be given to General de 
Gaulle on his return to Paris 
Events, however, have allayed 
their doubts; and his adminis- 
tration has been recognised now 
as the Provisional Government 
of the Republic. Nevertheless, 
Gerreral de Gaulle and his ‘col- 
leagues are not having an 
altogether easy task. During the 
occupation, those who took part 
in the resistance movement acted 
independently of any central 
control, In France, as in every 
other country, there was a section 
of the population that was 
inclined to take the line of least 
resistance, accepting the occupa- 
tion as an inevitable, although 
exceedingly irksome evil. The 
men of the Maquis and other 
groups that never ceased to harass 
the Germans, naturally attracted 
to their ranks the more adven- 
turous youth; and, in some cases, 
the adherents to their cause of 
undesirable elements could not be 
avoided. Now General de Gaulle, 
who is showing firmness, is 
having some difficulty in bringing 
under the direct quthority of the 
Government bands of lawless 
young men who have grown 
accustomed to lives of outlawed 
freedom. He insists that all arms 
in France shall be placed at the 
disposal of the National Army, 
and that there can. be no.question 
of divided control. Some of the 
resistance groups are continuing 
to employ the methods that were 
used against the Germans—to 
satisfy their material requirements 
by the simple process of -re- 
quisitioning, and to arrogate to 
themselves powers and rights that 
in all civilised countries must be 
vested solely in the Central 
Government. To some extent, 
economic stress 'is a prime 
factor in this condition of 
affairs. The food situation in 
parts of France leaves much to 
be desired, largely, as General 
de Gaulle has explained, as a 
result of the disorganisation of 
transport services. If the food 
problem could be solved, the 
insurgent groups probably could 
be persuaded to hand over their 
arms without undue difficulty. 
As matters stand, their mere 
existence constitutes a standing 
threat to the Government's 
authority. 

In other countries, the’situation 
is even worse than it is in France, 
In Belgium there has been 
what amounts almost to a 
revolt against the Government of 
M. Pierlot, which has been 
forced to prohibit meetings and 
demonstrations under a decree 
that was passed by the Belgian 
Government in May, 1940. Here, 
again, it was largely a matter of 
food. M. Pierlot and his 
colleagues represent the pre-war 
balance of parties in Belgium. 
During the ogcupation, resistance 
to the Germans came largely-- 
at any rate, so far as active 
measures were concerned—from 
the parties of the Left; and the 
opposition to M. Pierlot comes 
not only from the Communist 
extremists, but also from the 
more moderate Socialists, and 
other radical groups. — All over 
Europe a similar story is told. 
In Yugo-Slavia the followers of 
Marshal Tito, who have been 
working throughout the war with 
the active support of the 
Russians, have been so successful 
in their fight against the Germans 
that they enjoy an almost undis- 
puted supremacy in their own 
country. General Mihailovitch, 
who also led a resistance move: 
ment, and is a staunch supporter 
of the Royal House, has been 
thrust almost completely into the 
background. Circumstances have 
compelled the British and Ameri- 
cans to recognise Marshal Tito, 
who might be described as a 
Communist pur sang, as the de 
facto ruler of Yugo-Slavia; and 
the position of the King and his 
Counsellors, who are still in 
exile, seems to be highly 
problematical. ‘The case of 
Poland is tragically notorious

Even 
in Slovakia, national unity has 
yet to be achieved. One section 
of the people collaborated with 
fhe Hungarians and the Germans; 
another has maintained a dogged 
resistance throughout the war. 
Now that the Russians are 
approaching the wide Slovakian 
plains, the difference between the 
sheep and the goats is becoming 
accentuated; and what is happen- 
ing here may be regarded as 
typical of what in greater or less” 
degree is happening all over 
Europe, On a very small scale, 
we in Ireland experienced, after 
the signing of the Treaty in 1921, 
the difficulties with which so 
many of the nations of Eur 
are faced to-day, and may 
faced even more urgently to- 
morrow. We have seen brother's 
hand turned against brother, and 
know something of the ageny 
that cannot be disassociated from 
civil strife, So long as the war 
continues, there can be little 
hope of full domestic concord 
anywhere. Indeed, a settled 
Europe will not be in sight for 
many long years to come.

75 YEARS TO COMPLETE? 


Then the White Paper supplies a 
douche of cold water on optimists 
who anticipate quick results. The 
longest mileages of overhead equi 
ment-erected.. were 650 miles yearly. 
in the early stages of the Shannon 
Scheme: and 380 miles yearly since 
the E.S.B. took over control. In 
order to build 1,000 miles annually 
35 technicians and 500 linesmen and 
labourers must be added to the 
Board’s constructional staff. 

Thus it would appear that the 
Board anticipates that it will take 
75 years to complete the plan now 
before the Government. Is it not 
possible that much more rapid 
advances will be made? 

Very brief comment on the 
financial framework of the plan 
must suffice. Balancing capital and 
operating costs against the farmer's 
ability to pay for supplies, 

the Board anticipates growing 

yearly deficits. These tes, 

however, are based on interest 
payments at the rate of 5 per 
cent. If advances were made at 

3 per cent.—as in the case of the 

new transport merger—the esti- 

mated deficits would disappear. 

Were space available, much more 
might usefully be said about the 
plan’s financial structure; about 
the report’s exhaustive analysis of 
agricultural phenomena and ex- 
perience of rural developments in 
other countries; and about many 
other features of a document which 
contains a wealth of information 
which bears on the relationship of 
electricity to agriculture and rural 
life. If enough has been said to 
create an _ intelligent curiosity 
about other contents of our first 
reconstruction “ White Paper,” the 
main purpose of this contribution 
will have been accomplished.
